REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

We  have  had,  for  the  year,  twenty-four  weeks  of 
schooling.  While  this  is  more  than  some  towns  have 
had,  it  is  less  than  that  of  others.  Other  things  being 
equal,  we  cannot  expect  our  children,  qualified  to  com- 
pete with  the  more  favored  in  school  privileges.  It  is 
hoped  the  day  is  not  distant  when  there  shall  be  legisla- 
tion looking  to  an  equalization  of  school  privileges  for 
the  pupils  of  the  state.  We  should  labor  to  approximate, 
and,  if  possible,  reach  the  standard  of  the  more  highly 
favored. 

Florence  E.  Philbrook,  Mary  A.  Emerson,  Ethel  M. 
Stevens,  taught  at  Calef  Hill;  Millie  F.  Weeks,  at  the 
Square  ;  Mj^rtie  A.  Hill,  at  Hunkins  ;  Gertrude  M.  Davis, 
Meadow;  Olive  E.  Sanborn,  Bay;  Sadie  E.  Neal  and 
Mary  A.  Emerson,  Morrison;  Priscilla  A.  Cloudman  and 
Jennie  E-  Blake,  Gaza;  Ida  M.  Dearborn,  Chapel;  Em- 
ma A.  Eane,  Osgood;  Mina  Hill,  Mary  N.  Redding, 
North  Sanbornton.  Misses  Philbrook,  Emerson,  and 
Stevens  had  never  taught  before ;  the  others  were  expe- 
rienced teachers,  most  of  them  in  our  own  schools.  Miss 
Philbrook  taught  two  weeks  of  the  spring  and  summer 
term,  when,  because  of  illness,  she  gave  up  the  school. 
Miss  Emerson  completed  the  term.  Miss  Stevens  taught 
the  fall  and  winter  term.  At  the  Morrison,  Miss  Neal 
taught  the  first  term.  Miss  Emerson,  the  second.  At 
Gaza,  Miss  Cloudman,  the  first  term,  Mrs.  Blake,  the 
second.  At  North  Sanbornton,  Miss  Mina  Hill,  the  first 
term,  Miss  Redding,  the  second.  The  attendance  at  Gaza 
and  the  Chapel  for  the  second  term  was  affected  by 
whooping-cough.  On  the  whole,  the  school  work  for 
the  year  has  been  successful.  Teachers  have  been 
painstaking  and  faithful.  All  have  done  well.  Some 
have  been  highly  successful. 
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Metcalf's  Elementary  English,  and  English  Grammar 
have  been  adopted  and  placed  in  our  schools.  With 
their  introduction  a  new  interest  is  awakened  in  the  study. 

Some  names  appear  upon  the  roll  of  perfect  attend- 
ance. Would  that  there  were  many  more.  Parents  can 
assist  in  this  matter  by  insisting  upon  regular  and 
punctual  attendance. 

The  Morrill  and  North  Sanbornton  school-houses 
have  been  shingled.  Also,  needed  repairs  have  been 
made  upon  the  Hunkins,  Osgood,  and  others. 

To  care  for  and  preserve  the  text-books  of  the  town, 
it  is  found  necessary  to  store  them  when  the  schools  are 
not  in  session.  Those  wishing  to  purchase  text-books 
can  obtain  them  of  the  School  Board  at  cost. 

The  old  district  names  and  numbers  are  used  for  con- 
venience of  reference.
